A great deal has been said and writ- 
ten about extra classroom activities. 
The Law School is not backward in 
this phase of school life, as is seen by 
the efforts in establishing a law jour- 
nal, a review of the law school and law 
technicalities. 

Last October the faculty of the Law 
School appointed a committee, consist- 
ing of Philbrick McCoy, ’22 (chair- 
mad), Newel) Ellison, ’21, and H. C. 
Johnson, ’21, to investigate the feasi- 
bility of the publication. 

This pommittee tnet with the fac- 
ulty December 18 and talked over the 
matter, with the result that the fac- 
ulty thereupon resolved that “on con- 
dition that means for the proper financ- 
ing of a Law School journal be pro- 
vided, the faculty (a) recommends 
that the Board of Trustees approve 
the publication of such a Law School 
journal, and ( b j that the faculty under- 
take to edit such a journal.” This ac- 
tion was very encouraging to the com- 
mittee, which immediately considered 
Ways apd means of procuring the 
proper financial backing. 

The method adopted was a scheme 
for underwriting the publication so as 
to make sure, that even if the sub- 
scriptions did not come in as large 
numbers as desired, there still would 
be ample means with which to carry- 
on the publication.
